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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear from the specification how the non-magnetic layer is separate from 
the cleaning layer. In the specification the cleaning layer is said to have a non-magnetic 
layer therein but not recited as a separate layer as the claim recites. The phrase 'in this 
order" is unclear also. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Miyoshi et al-4,701 ,364. 

Miyoshi discloses a method of cleaning a magnetic head with a tape 
having a stiffness of 2 or less, a cleaning portion having carbon black and 
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ferromagnetic powder thereon, with a thicl<ness of 2-7 micrometers and a roughness 
within the claimed range. As best understood, Miyoshi discloses the tape having the 
same elements as claimed, such as a non-magnetic layer within the cleaning layer (col. 
3, lines 45-50). In addition, col. 4, lines 19-21 , state that other layers can be provided 
between the support and cleaning layer. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 10-04-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the workpiece of Miyoshi does not have trenches 
parallel to a sliding direction of the tape. However, the structure of the workpiece does 
not further limit the method of using a cleaning tape. This is not a combination claim 
wherein the details of the workpiece are claimed in combination with the method if using 
the cleaning tape. Any known workpiece, such as a magnetic head with trenches 
parallel to the sliding direction, could be used in this method and Miyoshi discloses 
using this tape with the particular claimed structure for cleaning a magnetic head.
